Names of the victims were 
not released.

Banner reported the two dead 
girls were 19 years old and from

In critical condition at at 
Methodist-South Hospital was 
Tammy Baiter, 17, believed to 
be from Missouri. 
Wheeler was charged with 
two counts of second degree 
m urder, drunk driving, leaving 
the scene, reckless driving and 
public drunkeness. He was held 
without bond. The juvenile girls 
who were in the car with him 
were charged with being ac­ 
cessories to second degree 
m urder. Their names were not 
released. 
Private services were sche­

Appeal Court OKs 
Guilty Plea Forms 


The use of m im eographed or 
w ritten form s in guilty pleas 
has been upheld by a split 2-1 
vote of the Court of Appeals 
over the dissent of presiding 
Judge Joseph E O ’Neill 
In the op in io n of Ju d g e 
Joseph Donfrio, 
with 
Judge 
John J. Lynch concurring, the 
court sustained the motion of 
the public defender to w ithdraw 
as 
counsel 
for 
M ichael 
P. 
Adkins, 27, of E ast Liverpool 
and dism issed A dkins' appeal. 
The opinion said the public 
defender's m otion to be dis­ 
charged as counsel of record 
w as sustained since there was 
no 
e v id e n c e 
to 
in d ic a te 
" a rg u a b le 
m e r it” ' to 
the 
proceedings. 
The co u rt’s opinion held that 
Colum biana County Com m on 
P leas Court Judge R ichard D. 
Kennedy 
had 
conducted 
an 
"exhaustive dialogue” with the 
defendant and that the dialogue 
su ffic ie n tly 
a d h e re d 
to 
C rim inal Rule 11 
The opinion also noted that 
p re p a re d 
fo rm s 
e n title d 
“Judicial Advice to D efendant” 
and “D efendant’s Response to 
the C ourt” w ere used in Adkins' 
plea of guilty to two counts of 
aggravated burglary in E ast 
Liverpool in 1975. (Such form s 
have been used for m any guilty 
pleas and change of plea h ear­ 
ings.) 
In 
his 
dissenting 
opinion, 
Judge O’Neill w rote, “ I dissent 
because of the obvious erro r in 
th e 
p ro ceed in g s 
an d 
the 
inherent danger in the use of 
w ritten form s.” 
He said Ohio courts “ and 
especially 
this 
co u rt” 
have 
struggled w ith 
the 
problem 
involving crim inal appeals. 
He argued that in accepting a 
guilty plea, “ there m ust be 
som ething m ore than perfunc­ 
tory responses from the de­ 
fendant." He w rote that there 
should 
be 
“ a 
m ean in g fu l 
co llo q u y ” 
b etw een 
th e 
defendant and court 
so the 
court can clearly determ ine if 
the defendant 
is com pletely 
aw are of the consequences of 
his plea.

Doubt Shrouds Famous 


all political colorations could 
speai, was the scene for large 
protest mass meetings. 
But 
perhaps 
the 
Sacco- 
Vanzetti episode had become 
more of an ideological tug-of- 
w ar than a 
criminal 
trial. 
M ounted police rode th eir 
horses to disperse the crowds 
and 
the 
sp eak ers 
w ere 
arrested. Pickets in front of the 
M assachusetts S tate House 
were also arrested, some as 
many as two or three times a 
day. Young children carrying 
small American Flags paraded 
in front of the state prison in 
Boston. 
A PPEA L 
MOTIONS 
and 
court hearings dragged the 
case out, meaning seven long 
years in jail for Sacco and 
V anzetti. 
Until they 
w ere 
brought to Charlestown State 
Prison in Boston to pay the 
death penalty, they remained in 
the quiet confines of the small 
jail in Dedham. 
World wide pressure increas­ 
ed after Sacco and Vanzetti 
were sentenced to die. Luigia 
Vanzetti, a frightened and plain 
woman, came to the United 
States to plead for clemency for 
her brother. Demonstrations in 
Boston grew larger and more 
heated. P resid en t Coolidge, 
who was vacationing in South 
Dakota, refused to intercede. 
On June 30, 1927, Governor 
Alvan Fuller granted a 30-day 
delay of execution to permit a 
new 
advisory 
com m ittee, 
com m only 
known 
as 
the 
“Lowell Committee,” to meet. 
A L T H O U G H 
T H E 
DEFENSE had offered new 
and 
im portant 
evidence, 
proved the prosecution 
had 
produced no fingerprints and 
claimed one of the guns had 
been 
tam pered 
w ith, 
the 
“Lowell com m ittee” 
recom­ 
mended that the execution not 
be delayed any longer. 
And at 11:23 p.m. on August 
23, 1927, Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tholomeo Vanzetti died in the 
electric chair. 
In the sum m er of 1927 I was a 
budding journalist who was 
assigned to work on the Sacco- 
Vanzetti story during the last 
w'eeks. 
The 
an ti-rad ical 
hysteria had lessened. I had 
read and learned many things 
about this trial. And in recent 
years I have asked myself 
whether they did kill two men in 
South Braintree on a quiet 
spring afternoon. I cam e to a 
personal conclusion that Sacco 
might have done it in a moment 
of burning rage and hatred. But 
not Vanzetti who had the heart 
of a poet and felt compassion 
for all men and women. 
TODAY I KNOW there are 
many who still*believe they 
were guilty. My own personal 
doubts are washed away as I re­ 
read Bartolomeo Vanzetti’s last 
speech to the court: 
“If it had not been for these 
things I might have lived out 
my life talking at street corners 
to scorning men. I might have 
died, unmarked, unknown, a 
failure. 
“Now we are not a failure. 
This is our career and our 
triumph. Never in our full life 
could we hope to do such work 
for tolerance, for justice, for 
m an’s understanding of man, 
as now we do by accident. 
“Our words, our lives, our 
pains—nothing! The taking of 
our lives — lives of a good shoe­ 
m aker and a poor fish peddler 
— a ll! That moment belongs to 
us — that agony is our trium- 


m ies.” That is, if newspapers 
had provided coverage of their 
arrest. The nation was under­ 
going a “witch hunt” conducted 
by U.S. Attorney General A. 
M itchell 
P alm er, 
m ostly 
centered in New York and 
M assachusetts. At that time it 
seemed anyone who raised a 
voice of dissent was a “ Red” 
who wanted to overthrow our 
government. 
SACCO AND VANZETTI had 
em igrated from Italy in 1908 to 
seek a better life in America. 
Sacco was born in 1891 on 
Italy’s Adriatic coast, the third 
of 17 children. He worked hard 
and established himself as a 
specialist shoemaker, m arried 
Rosina Sambelli in 1912 and 
lived the normal life of a fac­ 
tory worker with his wife and 
son. 
Vanzetti, who was 31 when 
arrested, cam e from a fairly 
well-to-do Piedm ont fam ily, 
had washed dishes, worked as 
an assistant cook, janitor and 
street sweeper. He settled into 
a job of street fish peddler. He 
loved the freedom and open air 
and made many friends. 
The men were not Commu­ 
nists. They were anarchists 
who were opposed to all forms 
of governments, including the 
new- Soviet post-revolution 
Communist rulers. 
More than 50 eye witnesses 
offered contradictory descrip­ 
tions of the two men who had 
done the shooting at the fac­ 
tory, but Sacco and Vanzetti 
were tried by Judge Webster 
Thayer at Dedham, May 31, 
1921. The two Italian imm i­ 
grants had claimed they car­ 
ried the pistols to protect them ­ 
selves since their lives had been 
threatened. It was believed that 
the damning evidence which 
convinced the jury of their guilt 
was the ballistic tests of the 
bullets found in the bodies of the 
holdup victims. 
DEFENSE ATTORNEYS re­ 
quested a new trial with a new 
judge, 
m aintaining 
Ju d g e 
Webster Thayer was prejudic­ 
ed. Slightly more than 5 feet 
tall, a movie casting director 
could have picked Thayer as a 
typical elderly Yankee. Friends 
adm itted he talked freely out of 
court and at his private club 
had made unfavorable com­ 
ments about the two defen­ 
dants. 
And 
P ro secu to r 
Frederick G. Katzmann was 
accused of dragging “ red her­ 
rings” into court as evidence to 
confuse the jury. 
On July 14, 1921 the jury 
found them guilty of murder. 
And it became apparent to 
many people around the world 
that there might have been a 
m iscarriage of justice. 
Persons from various fields 
of the arts, the academic world, 
the political and international 
scene, the radical left, the legal 
profession and the church pro­ 
vided an impressive Who’s Who 
that tried to save Nicola and 
Bartolomeo from the electric 
chair:

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
April 15, 1920, a paym aster and 
a guard were shot in front of a 
shoe factory in South Braintree, 
Mass. At that time it didn’t 


seem to be more than a routine 
"stickup,” but it developed into 
a cause celebre which attracted 
world wide attention. 
A few weeks later, on May 5, 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti were arrested in a 


streetcar at nearby Brockton. 
Each man carried a pistol and 
they were arraigned 
on 
a 
charge of murder. 
I was 15 years old at the time 
and might have cheered the 
arrest of those “damn com- 
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Sacco And Vanzetti 


For fully half a century, the names Sacco and 
Vanzetti have been a rallying cry to dissenters 
and a reproach to the nation’s conscience. 
It will never be known — certainly it will never 
be proved to the satisfaction of all 
whether or 
not Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti were 
guilty of the crim e for which they were executed 
in 1927, the m urder of two men during a payroll 
robbery in South Braintree. Mass 
But it has become increasingly clear with the 
passage of years that these two Italian im ­ 
m igrants and self proclaimed anarchists did not 
receive a fair trial In that decade between the 
G reat War and the Great Depression, ethnic, 
racial and political intolerance were at high 


pitch 
in America 
and fear 
of

m enanace” was very real 
The Commonwealth of M assachusetts has now 
formally adm itted as much in a proclamation 
signed by Gov.

not so “safe” after all. Leftist 
students, drunk on the heady 
wine of nationalism, pose a 
continuing threat to efficient 
operations; sabotage is an 
ever-present possibility. These 
dangers could be avoided, it is 
argued, by a treaty restoring 
whatever 
rights 
the United 
States now claims “as if it were 
so v ereig n .” So generous a 
gesture, it is said, would win us 
friends through the southern 
hemisphere. 
AMBASSADOR 
BUNKER 
and his colleague, Ambassador 
Sol Linowitz, offer this further 
argument — and it makes a 
good deal of sense to me: Our 
proper concern is not with sov­ 
ereignty, but with use. The 
important thing, they contend, 
is to make certain — as certain 
as one can be in an uncertain 
world — that the U.S. is assured 
our naval vessels and our gen­ 
eral shipping will have fair use 
of the Canal forever. The pend­ 
ing treaties, in their view, fully 
protect that interest. 
In broad outline, that is the 
case for the proponents It is a 
persuasive case. I am not at all

WASHINGTON - The fiery 
script is the sam e. Homes burn. 
Garages are kindling wood. 
Also a factory or two crashes 
inward in flames Power lines 
go down Ambulance service is 
rait — or cut And a good deal of 
the time 
which is strike time 
— picketing unionized fire 
fighters 
ju st 
w atch 
the 
buildings sink 
into 
glowing 
embers. 
Thus it’s been in several of 
the 15 cities which have been 
struck by locals of the Inter­ 
national Association of Fire 
Fighters (AFL-CIOi since the 
first of the year. Mostly in Ohio, 
Indiana and Missouri. 
The union solidarity script is 
the same. 
Unionized 
police 
protect the pickets, harass the 
hook-and-ladder units rushing 
in from neighboring suburbs 
and even help blockade the 
burning homes and buildings 
SO, SOME 15 ARSON-LIT 
homes burned into hot rubble 
during the night of August 9-10 
in Dayton, Ohio. No move from 
the fire fighters picket line. 
There were earlier unfought 
blazes there since the IAFF 
Local 136 struck Dayton the 
previous Monday. 
Sure the 375 firemen had 
grievances 
No doubt they’re gutsy men. 
Before 
they 
stru ck 
they 
negotiated for eight months to 
cut their work week from 52 
hours to 50. And they demanded 
a raise in pay 
But they had signed on and 
pledged to fight fires. They 
haven’t any right to strike or 
picket or to prevent neigh­ 
boring fire fighters from a t­ 
tempting to save homes into 
which have gone hard-earned 
rent and mortgage payments. 
The striking D ayton fire 
fighters dispatched "phantom 
squads” to pull out any en­ 
dangered persons. T hat’s right 
nice But what of the homes in 
which are the possessions 
around which one weaves a 
lifetime? 
THERE ISN’T ANY moral or 
trade union or legal right to 
prevent 
non-striking 
fire 
fighters 
from 
crossing 
firem en's picket lines. 
There isn’t any 
right 
to 


threaten other fire fighters with 
physical harm 
T h ere ’s no 
justification in any conflict to 
force a city government to 
dispatch police arm ed with riot 
guns to protect one fire-fighting 
squad 
from 
a n o th er 
— 
especially 
when 
the 
non­ 
strikers are dashing in from 
neighboring com m unities to 
risk their bodies and bones and 
faces to save people and 
property in another jurisdic­ 
tion. 
P icketing flam ing houses 
isn’t trade unionism. It isn’t 
even good strategy. It’s bound 
to be followed by tougher laws 
demanded by an em bittered 
public. 
Pretty much — ugly that is — 
the script was the sam e late 
last month in the University 
City suburb of St. Oouis. There 
the Fire Fighters Local 398 
struck for a change in the 
pension system . The com ­ 
m unity 
governm ent 
had 
refused a pension aw ard to an 
injured firem an. C ertainly 
that’s a grievance. But far from 
enough to rush firemen union’s 
pickets to surround a burning 
warehouse That’s where the 
riot police were ordered to 
protect out-of-town fire fighters 
trying to save a burning home. 
AND LATE LAST MONTH 
the firemen and police struck 
Canton, Ohio — for a pay raise. 
Also, Terre Haute, Ind. 
There are other tactics in the 
labor 
m ovem ent’s 
options 
closet. For example back in 
March, 1976, Capt Joe Francis, 
president of San Diego Fire 
Fighters Local 145, considered 
calling a strike. But why en­ 
danger that lovely city? Why 
chance raging flames in one of 
its many hotels? So he and his 
high com m and launched a 
“ boycott San D iego” c am ­ 
paign Not very pleasant for the 
com m unity 
since 
it 
is 
C alifo rn ia's second busiest 
convention city 
running just 
behind San Francisco. 
The union used radio spots 
and billboards to discourage 
profitable tourism and con­ 
ventions and thus to pressure 
the city management. Soon the 
union’s drive for higher wages 
and 
sw ifter 
handling 
of 


grievances was 
settled. 
No 
picketing No fires. Just hot 
tempers. But these can always 
be cooled. Homes in embers 
can’t.

“Howie” McClennan who leads 
the IA FF’s 180,000 men and 
women, has called for final and 
binding arbitration in firem en’s 
disputes. He claim s there 
hasn’t

have binding arbitration. 
The the 1975 national AFL- 
CIO convention in San F ran­ 
cisco riproaringly defeated all 
moves for an official policy of 
binding a rb itratio n in fire 
fighters and 
police 
union 
disputes. 
So it’s now getting out of 
hand. 
The 
rank-and-file 
firemen and cops are young and 
in many cities new on the force. 
Apparently they see no dif­ 
ference between steel union 
pickets and their own. They 
forget they’re public employes 
who must surrender certain 
privileges. They are uniformed 
officers. They have, sworn to 
protect lives and property. For 
them 
trade 
unionism 
is 
a 
privilage which gives 
them 
bargaining power. A city can 
survive a teachers’ strike or a 
sanitation workers’ 
walkout. 
And th at’s drawing a thin line. 
Any community which survives 
a fire fighters’ strike or a police 
job action lives on sheer luck 
And that’s not enough. 
IF THE NEWCOMERS to 
trade unionism in firefighting 
and law and order run their 
luck they'll run right into laws 
hitting them with heavy per­ 
sonal fines and prison terms. 
“Burn, baby, bum ” hardly is 
a motto for a fire fighters’ 
union. Smirking at 
burning 
homes from a picket line and 
preventing others from fighting 
fires is morally and legally 
intolerable.

Desai Presses 
Ban On Alcohol 


NEW DELHI - (LENS) - 
M ahatm a G andhi was the 
strictest of prohibitionists and 
his followers wrote a ban on 
intoxicating drinks into India’s 
constitution as a 
"directive 
principle” (pious hope). Still, it 
cam e as a shock to many 
Indians when, more than two 
decades later, another of their 
best known teetotallist cam ­ 
paigners proposed to turn the 
whole country dry. 
P rim e 
M inister 
M orarji 
Desai recently took time off 
from more important business 
to lecture ministers from the 22 
states on the evils of drinking 
and 
to 
insist 
that 
total 


prohibition be im plem ented 
within four years. 
Consumption of alcohol in 
India has increased three or 
four times during the last dozen 
years, with “country liquor” 
leading the tables followed by 
beer and, well behind because 
of price, Indian-made whisky 
and gin. 
In 
India’s 500,000 
villages, w here people a re 
generally too poor to drink 
anything apart from toddy and 
other home brews, the debate 
over prohibition seems distant 
and academic (except when 
illicit . hooch claims another 
batch of victims). 
But in the cities public 
opinion is 
overw helm ingly 
opposed to a ban on alcohol on 
the grounds that it would lead to 
an increase in bootlegging and 
associated forms of crim e and 
corruption — and would mean 
no booze. 
State governments are also 
worried about the loss of a 
m ajor source of revenue. They 
earn more than $500 million a 
year in excise duties from the 
drinks industry and would want 
the cen tral governm ent to 
compensate them 
for 
these 
losses. The central government 
does not have this kind of 
money to spare. This does not 
bother 
D esai. 
The 
sta te 
m inisters who met him in Delhi 
promised him they would do his 
bidding. 
But 
privately 
they 
point out that there is no way 
they can m ake prohibition 
work

Knitted Fabrics Offer 
Variety For Home Sewers 


Among 
today’s 
popular 
fashion fabrics are the knits, 
says Norma Deyo,< Extension 
clothing specialist at The Ohio 
State University in Columbus. 
Here are her suggestions for 
successful sewing with knitted 
fabrics. 
KNOW YOUR FA BR IC S — 
Knits are made in a series of 
continuous rows of loops with 
each loop interlocking the one 
above. Knit fabrics may be 
either warp knit or weft knit. 
Warp knits tend to be more 
stable than weft knits. Both 
single and double knits are 
available. 
Since single knits are only 
one layer whereas double knits 
consist of two layers, the single 
knits tend to be light in weight 
as compared to double knits. 
However, because of the use of 
very fine yarns, there are some 
quite sheer double knits on the 
market. Double knits do tend to 
be more firm than single knits, 
having greater stability and 
less give. Single knits tend to 
roll at the cut edge and, in 
general, are more tedious to 
sew. Sweater knits are single 
knits. 
PA TTERN SELEC TIO N — 
Select a pattern suitable to the 
characteristics of your knit 
fabric. 
Some patterns 
have 
guidelines for knits to help you 
decide among the 
stable, 
moderate stretch, and very 
stretchy knits. 
Since 
single 
knits do not crease well, they do 
not lend themselves to pressed 
pleats or crisp edges. Double 
knits, a firm fabric, can be

made into more tailored styles 
than single knits. 
Patterns for knits often have 
no darts for the bustline. This 
probably will result in a smooth 
fit if the knit is of the sweater or 
rib type and very stretchy 
However, the firm knits usually 
need darts — perhaps smaller 
ones than in woven fabrics — to 
avoid unsightly diagonal folds 
from the armscye to the bust 
and from the bust to the un­ 
derarm seam at about the 
waistline. 
Knits, then, come in a wide 
range of textures and weights. 
The 
lightweight 
ones 
are 
suitable for patterns having 
gathers, unpressed pleats, cowl 
necklines and other draped 
details. Firm, heavy knits can 
be used for coats, blazers, 
cardigan jackets, skirts, pants, 
dresses and tunics. Avoid full 
circular or gored skirts with 
bias lines. These tend to 
stretch. Patterns for sweater 
knits should have simple lines 
so cables, 
ribs and pebbly 
textures will stay at their best 
and not be cut up. In fact, 
simple style lines and 
un­ 
cluttered 
detailing 
are 
desirable in most knit gar­ 
ments. 
Patterns for knits are smaller 
than those for woven fabrics; 
that is, they have less planned 
ease. If you are between pat­ 
tern sizes, you may want to 
choose the smaller size for 
stretchy knits and the larger 
size for firm knits. Your 
selection may depend on your 
preference for tight or for loose- 
fitting clothes. Generally, the 
stretch of knit should be used 
for movement and not to go 
around the body.

S T R A IG H T E N 
KNITS — Check the “ grain.” 
Synthetic knits are heat set, so 
no pulling or stretching can 
align crosswise (coarse) yarns 
at right angles to the lengthwise 
yarns. This means crosswise 
ptotifs need to be at right angles 
to the lengthwise ribs when 
purchased if the garment is to 
look at though it was cut with 
the grain. 
Determine 
the 
lengthwise rib and follow this 
as a guide for grainline. 
Flat wool-knit fabrics can be 
straightened. 
Locate a con­ 
tinuous lengthwise rib or wale 
and mark with basting thread. 
To locate crosswise “ grain,” 
follow a row of loops across 
width of fabric with basting 
Line up grainline, then steam 
and pull gently. Allow fabric to 
rest. If your fabric is in tubular 
form, to open fabric, cut along a 
lengthwise rib close to fold. 
Since a thread can’t be pulled to 
straighten ends, 
square the 
ends of fabric with table edges 
ora newspaper page. Place one 
side of newspaper along the fold 
or lengthwise rib, then cut off 
excess fabric so end is parallel 
to the paper, thus at right angle 
to rib 
P R E P A R A T I O N 
F O R 
SEW IN G — All knit fabrics 
should be shrunk before using. 
Handle according to fiber 
content and appropriate care as 
indicated on care label 
For 
example, launder pre-shrunk 
machine-washable knits in the 


washing machine. This helps to 
prevent shrinkage later and to 
remove sizing which can be a 
cause for skipped stitches 
during construction. 
Dry in 
dryer, if you intend to care for 
the finished garment in that 
manner 
Try to press out fold line in 
folded knit fabric. If line does- 
not come out, lay pattern so line 
will not show in finished gar­ 
ment. Also, avoid placing 
pattern over lengthwise edges 
distorted with waviness, rolling 
or holes. Pin pattern to fabric 
and cut fabric in a relaxed 
position, avoiding stretching. 
J)o not let fabric hang over 
edges of cutting surface. Lay 
out your pattern following the 
lengthwise ribs of the knits as 
you would the grainline of 
woven fabrics. 
Use pins with fine, sharp 
points or ball points to prevent 
snagging. If the fabric, such as 
nylon jersey, is very difficult to 
keep in place, cover the cutting 
table with paper, put the fabric 
on the paper, ana pin the pat­ 
tern to both 
It is wise to follow the “ with 
nap” cutting layout when 
putting the 
pattern on the 
fabric. This means putting all 
the tops of pattern pieces in the 
same direction. If you don’t, 
some pieces of your finished 
garment may look lighter than 
others — as though two dif­ 
ferent fabrics have been used. 
Just as in marking wovens, 
check for the method 
that 
works best. Pins may fall out of 
an open knit. Chalk and carbon 
paper lines may not be visible 
on sweater knits. Tailor’s tacks 
may stay best 
To reduce curling along 
edges of single knits, place pins 
close together and at right 
angles to the seam line. Other 
techniques that may help are to 
stitch along the raw edge before 
making the seam or spray 
starch on the cut edges. 
The finished seam width may 
vary from 14 inch to 1 inch. The 
style of garment, the charac­ 
teristics of 
the fabric, 
the 
location of the seam in the 
garment and the available 
equipment w ill affect your 
choice. Patterns vary in the 
width of seam allowance in­ 
cluded so you may have to add 
more when cutting out the 
garment or plan to trim away 
some later for the width you 
choose. 
M ACHINE CONTROL AND 
STITCHING TECH N IQ UES — 
Use light pressure and a 
balanced light 
tension. Use 
length of stitch appropriate for 
weight and type of knit, often 12 
to 15 stitches per inch. Use a 
fine-to-medium needle, a ball 
point one, if available. Use size 
9 or 11 for lightweight knits and 
size 14 for heavy knits. 
Select threads that stretch 
and give as knits do. Both 
cotton wrapped polyester core 
and 
100 per cent polyester 
thread 
have 
stretch

Canned Ham, American Delicacy, 
Needs Foreign Mystique To Sell 


NEW YORK (U P I) — Canned 
boneless ham is a 
delicacy 
savored by som e m illions of 
A m e ric a n s, m o st of w hom 
probably think it is a E uropean 
invention. 
N ot so, in sists P re s id e n t 
H erbert Cook of B luebird, Inc., 
P hiladelphia, a leading dom es­ 
tic producer. 
“T he process for m aking all 
lean, boneless canned ham was 
invented in the 1920s by an 
abattoir in P hilad elp h ia,” said 
Cook. 
“ T he P o le s, D an es, 
Dutch and Yugoslavs who have 
built up such a reputation for 
their canned ham s since World 
W ar 
II 
all 
use 
the 
basic 
process.” 
B ut the E u ro p e a n h a m s ’ 
re p u ta tio n h as 
b eco m e 
so 
glam orous that even Cook felt 
forced to use a E uropean nam e 
for his newest line. It is called 
D anzig — a f te r 
th e 
E a s t 
P ru ssian City Adolf H itler used 
as an excuse for attacking 
P oland in 1939. 
The E uropeans captured con­ 
siderably m ore than half the 
A m erican canned ham m arket 


a fter the w ar But in 1976, a 
reaction set 
in 
G overnm ent 
figures show that im ports of 
canned ham dropped from 278 
m illion to 267 million pounds 
and the decline 
in 
im ports 
accelerated the first q u arter of 
1977. Im ports for the a u a rte r 
fell to 64.98 million pounds from 
71.38 m illion a year earlier. 
Cook 
said 
dom estic 
sales 
gained in proportion and “ these

a r e ,

all 
likelihood, the beginning of a 
la rg e -s c a le re v e rs a l of th e 
tra d e .” 
He said the Poles, D anes and 
D utch a re losing som e of their 
cheap labor and governm ental 
subsidy and freight rate advan­ 
tages over the US ham can- 
ners.

gly, have been cutting back on 
growing both feed grain and 
hogs. 
He said that in 1969, his 
c o m p a n y ’s

m ade the first of several trips 
to E urope to study the way 
canned ham w'as produced in 
E uropean factories with the 
idea of com ing up with a new 
and distinctive line

M IN N E A P O L IS (U P I) — 
Sen Hubert H. Humphrey, the 
Democratic “ Happy Warrior” 
and former vice president who 
had a cancer operation last fall, 
must undergo major surgery 
again to remove an obstruction 
in his bowel. 
Doctors said they would 
operate on the 
Minnesota 
senator 
and 
former 
presidential candidate at the 
University 
of 
Minnesota 
Hospitals today to “ relieve a 
jiartial blockage” in the lower 
bowel. The surgery was ex­ 
pected to take three to four 
hours. 
Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale, who visited Humphrey in 
the hospital, said he was 
“ cheerful and in excellent 
spirits.” Doctors said he was 
“ optimistic about the surgery” 
despite discomfort from the 
obstruction. 
Humphrey had a cancerous 
bladder removed at Sloan- 
Kettering Cancer Center 
in 
New York City last October. He 
has been receiving checkups 
and chemotherapy since then 
but has remained active in the 
Senate. 
He lost weight 
from 
the 
treatments and much of his 
hair fell out but now is growing 
back and he said recently he 
told himself, "Humphrey, you 
look like a sad sack 
But you 
can’t do anything about it so get 
on with living." 
He was home during the 
recess of Congress and went to 
the University of Minnesota 
Hospitals Tuesday for his latest 
checkup and drug treatment. 
“ He hasn’t felt so good the 
last few days but he still is quite 
chipper,” Dr John S Najarian, 
professor and 
head 
of 
the 
university’s Department of 
Surgery, said 
“ He’s so won­ 
derfully alive." 
Najarian said he won’t know 
the exact cause of the ob­ 
struction until they operate 
“ but most likely is due to the 
previous surgery or radiation 
treatment.” 
Najarian said Wednesday, 
He has an obstruction in the 
lower bowel, or colon, near 
where his bladder was remo­ 
ved. We are going to remove 
the obstruction tomorrow and 
should have a better idea of 
what is going on at that time 
"This is definitely what we 
consider major surgery, al­ 
though what we plan to do is a 
rather routine procedure.”

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Weighted Pupil’ Plan 
Is Eyed By Educators 


I P I Fducation Editor 
Some teachers have more 
than a fair share of pupils 
screaming for extra attention. 
These students range from 
super bright to the learning 
disabled In between are the 
hyperactives — the boys and 
girls who seem to have ants in 
their pants. 
This being so, there has 
developed in schools across 
America “ the class size prob­ 
lem.” 
School 
boards dictate a 
certain number of pupils per 
class. But a teacher with a lot of 
students in her class requiring 
twice as much attention as the 
average has a bigger teaching 
job. Double trouble, you might 
say. 
the demands on her time 
may go beyond any possibility 
of doing justice to all the pupils. 
Educators these days are 
looking at Denver’s Weighted 
Pupil Plan as one way of 
solving the class size problem. 
The Denver Plan has been in 
operation since January. 
Here’s how it works: 
— Students are “ weighted" 
according to their degree of 
“ instructional difficulty.” 
— A norma! student, 
for 
example, equals 1.0; a gifted 
one, 1.5, a bilingual one, 1.5; 
learning disabled one, 2.0; 
hyperactive or emotionally dis­ 
turbed one, 2.5 
Say the stated class size is 25 
pupils 
per 
teacher. 
Each 
teacher gets the number of 
pupils whose points add up to 
25 If they’re 25 normal ones, 
she gets 25. 
If they’re ten gifted, that’s 
the equivalent of 15 normal. She 
gets 10 normal also. Twenty 
pupils, 25 points. If they’re ten 
hyperactive or emotionally 
disturbed, the teacher’s load 
will be 2.5 by 10 — getting her 
up to the 25 level with just ten 
students. 
The experimental class size 
formula is part of the contract 
between the school board and 
the 
Denver 
Classroom 
Teachers Association. 
The National Education As­ 
sociation says the weighted 
class 
size 
formula 
may 
“ revolutionize teacher con­ 
tracts.” 
The formula is seen as one 
way for schools to meet some of 
the problems expected from 
“ m ainstream ing” of hand­ 
icapped students. 
Since passage of the Educa­ 
tion 
for 
All 
Handicapped 
Children’s act. a federal law, 
teachers have complained they 
don’t have the training or extra 
resources to deal with many 
handicapped boys and girls in 
their classrooms. 
The federal law to be fully 
implemented by 1978, says that 
any handicapped child — blind, 
deaf, mentally retarded, crip­ 
pled — has a right to equal 
education in his local public 
school. No need to go to a 
special school for the handicap­ 
ped. An “ education prescrip­ 
tion” will be written for each 
handicapped child. 
The orototvpe of Denver’s 
New Camera 
Is Surveying 
Southern Sky 


LONDON (U P I) — A power­ 
ful new astronomical camera in 
Australia promises to give man 
a better look into the depths of 
the universe. 
The remarkable sky camera 
on Sliding Spring 
Mountain 
near C'oonabarabran is already 
making discoveries and astro- J 
nomers say it may offer an idea 
of the actual shape of the 
universe. 
The telescope is British and 
operated 
in 
Australia 
by 
astronomers from the Royal 
Observatory in Edinburgh It’s 
technical name is the United 
Kingdom 1.2 meter aperture 
Schmidt 
telescope 
and 
it 
combines high quality optics, 
automatic guidance systems 
and special techniques for 
handling 
the 
photographic 
plates 
that 
have 
already 
recorded millions of the fainter 
galaxies for the first time. 


For the past three years, the 
telescope has been engaged in a 
survey of the southern skies to 
match the famous survey of the 
northern heavens carried out 
by the Schmidt telescope on Mt. 
Palomar in California 
after 
World W’ar II. 
“ Exciting discoveries, rang­ 
ing from'extraordinary stars 
nearby in our own Milky Way to 
faint galaxies at the edge of the 
observable universe, are being 
made in Australia," said Dr. 
R D . Cannon of the Royal 
Observatory. 


“ Among the recent discover­ 
ies are a 
gigantic 
galaxy, 
nicknamed th«f Seashell which 
contains more gas than any 
other known (1(K) billion times 
the mass of our sun) and an 
apparently insignificant 
dim 
patch of light in the constella­ 
tion Carina which has turned 
out to be one of our Milky W ay’s 
nearest 
neighbors 
in 
ex- 
tragalactic space." 
The Carina discovery is a 
dwarf galaxy, a conentration of 
several 
thousand very 
faint 
stars about 500,(KM) light years 
away. Only six galaxies of this 
type were known previously 
and the Carina dwarf is the first 
one to be identified for over 20 
yea's. 
As our 
neighbor 
it 
can 
provide clues to the different 
ways in-which stars are born 
and evolve and, said Cannon, 
“ ultimately help us to nder- 
nsheid cur own sun 
its past 
history and its luiujrt 


class size formula was a con­ 
tract negotiated by the Lodi, 
Calif., Education Association 
several years ago. 
It has worked well there. 
In fact, Lodi teachers, backed 
by the community, convinced 
the board to cancel an $800,000 
swimming pool to enable it to 
continue putting $100,000 into 
class-size relief. 
But the idea hasn’t been 
picked up elsewhere in Califor­ 
nia. 
Bob Stahl, assistant director 
of the California Teachers 
Association, says “ You don’t 
write it (the weighted pupil 
program) into a contract and 


say — let it work.” 
“ It takes a lot of work on the 
part 
of 
the 
teachers’ 
association and many of them 
aren’t prepared for it.” 
But 
in 
Denver, 
teachers, 
board and administrators seem 
pleased 
That, despite the fact that the 
teachers have a clear choice — 
either a five per cent salary 
increase or a four per cent raise 
plus class size relief. 
Last year 110 of the district’s 
120 schools got some relief, so 
you see the teachers have been 
opting for the four per cent-plus 
“ relief” from numbers they 
can’t handle.

And as Con Ed, Ma Bell and a 
host of fru strated landlords, 
d ep artm en t sto res and credit 
card com panies know, there is 
v irtu a lly 
no w ay 
to fo rce 
diplom ats, who a re im m une 
from crim inal and civil prose­ 
cution, to pay them . 


E n ter Alan S. P a rte r, law yer, 
civ il se rv a n t an d a m a te u r 
diplom atist 
who, 
through 
a 
com bination of cajolery, p er­ 
sistence and psychology, gets 
m ost of those unpaid bills paid. 
P a rte r, 33, heads the legal 
section of the New York City 
Com m ission 
for 
the 
United 
N ations, a sm all, low-budget 
branch of the M ayor’s Office 
that acts as liaison betw een the 


city and 
its 32,000 
resident 
diplom ats 
and 
consular 
of­ 
ficials — the largest corps of its 
kind anyw here. 
Collecting bills isn’t the only 
job of the Com m ission, which 
offers diplom ats services that 
range from finding schools for 
their children to legal counsell­ 
ing on divorce suits. 
B ut, 
a s 
D eputy 
C om ­ 
m issioner P a rte r adm its, “ bill 
collecting takes up a lot of my 
tim e.” 
P a rte r's 
record 
is 
pretty 
good. O ver the past three years, 
his departm ent has recovered 
$675,000, or nearly 68 per cent of 
that $1 million diplom atic debt. 
But it hasn’t been easy. 
“We have m ore success with 
new debts. The older they are, 
the h ard er they a re to collect. 
Som etim es people leave the 
country and then we reallv 


nave a juu udUKing m em aown. 
But even the new er debts take 
tim e,” says P a rte r. 
As an exam ple, P a rte r cites 
the case of one m ission that still 
has not paid a debt of $16,000 
incurred 17 y ears ago. 
A n o th er 
m issio n 
owed 
$100,000 in b ack b ills and 
repeated attem p ts to collect 
them failed. Then a new am ­ 
bassador cam e in and the debt 
w as cleared up im m ediately. 
“Som etim es you get lucky 
and things like that happen. But 
m ostly it’s slow -going,” says 
P arter. 
The problem is that, since 
d ip lo m a ts en jo y im m u n ity , 
P a rte r cannot force them to 
pay their debts, only try to 
convince them that they should. 
A law curbing som e of the 
abuses of diplom atic im m unity, 
the Sovereign Im m unity Act, 


w as passed by Congress last 
year. But the law has yet to be 
tested in the courts, leaving 
P a rte r with no powers other 
than those of his own persua­ 
sion. 
H e w rite s le tte r s , m e e ts 
am bassadors and p repares re ­ 
ports for the U S.m ission to file 
w ith 
th e 
C o m m itte e 
on 
R elations with the Host Coun­ 
try, the U N .body that oversees 
re la tio n s 
b etw een 
the 
diplom atic com m unity and its 
host country, the U nited States. 
“C reating peer p ressure is an 
im portant part of it,” explains 
P a rte r. “We try to convince 
diplom ats that the abuse of 
privileges by a few gives all of 
them a bad nam e.” 
U nderstandably, this sort of 
approach doesn’t get P a rte r 
invited 
to 
m any 
diplom atic 
parties. 


On the diiy ot our recent in­ 
terview , P a rte r sat behind a 
big, c lu tte re d desk in the 
C om m ission’s fourth floor of­ 
fices across the street from the 
United N ations, leafing through 
a folder of bills and fielding 
telephone queries 
about 
di­ 
plom atic 
parking 
violations, 
another 
“quite 
exasperating 
part of my jo b .” Next door, one 
of C om m ission’s 40-odd staff 
m em bers w as arguing with a 
shopkeeper over the delivery of 
a $145 chair purchased by a 
Chinese diplom at. 
“L et’s see, th ere’s a bill here 
from an optom etrist, one from 
a school for $150 in tuition, 
electricity bills, telephone bills, 
hospital and doctors’ bills, bills 
fro m 
m oving 
c o m p a n ie s, 
chauffeur services, 
landlords 
and liquor and tobacco com ­ 
panies,” said P a rte r. 


11 is known, however, thaFfhe 
m ajority of debts belong ^Jp 
m issions from no m ore than fo 
countries and that m ost — bth 
not all 
— 
of 
the 
in d e b t^ 
diplom ats a re from developm g 
countries. They ran g e from 
secretaries to am bassadors and 
their debts a re m ostly personal, 
although som e of the larger 
ones a re bills run up on behalf 
of the m issions. 
P a rte r is quick to em phasize 
that diplom ats, on the whojb, 
are responsible.

“A certain percentage of qqy 
group w ith privileges is going to 
abuse them ,” he points out 
“In New York you have 147 
diplom atic 
m issions

consulates and m ost of them 
pay their bills at the end of tne 
m onth. It’s just a sham e that 
the ones who don’t have to gixie 
the rest a bad n am e.”

Q.I’m getting social security 
disability checks and have a 
chance to work part time. 
Would my benefits be cut off if I 
make this attempt at working? 
A. Your .social 
security 
disability benefits would stop if 
you recover or show you can do 
substantial work despite your 
impairment. If you are testing 
your ability to work and show 
no significant improvement in 
your condition, your benefits 
may continue during a trial 
period of up to 9 months. Then if 
it’s decided you’re able to do 
substantial work, your benefits 
will be paid for an adjustment 
period of 3 more months. 
Q. I get both social security 
and supplem ental security 
income checks and recently 
rented out a room in my home 
for t80 a month. How will this 
affect my benefits? 
A.It will not affect your social 
security paym ents as only 
earnings from work can affect 
them . Rental income may 
affect your SSI, however. You 
should report it promptly to 
social security. 
Q. I was going to retire in 
December at 65 but changed 
my mind and probably won't 
retire until I’m 72, if ever. How 
will this affect my social 
security later on? 
A.If you’re eligible for social 
security benefits, they will be 
increased 1 per cent for each 
year between 65 and 72 you 
delay getting checks. But you 
should apply soon at any social 
security office to get Medicare 
starting at 65.

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


D E A R P O L L Y — I have two dark red Oriental rugs 
(Sarouk) with light-colored fringe How can I clean the 
fringe on these throw rugs? — A H 
DEAR A.H. — Such fringe is usually cotton. A 
professional cleaner of Oriental rugs suggested that you 
use a small brush and wash the fringe with water, to 
which you have added a light detergent. If the fringe is 
very dirty a small amount of bleach might be added to 
the w ater but only a small amount. Rinse with clear 
w ater and the brush. Comb out fringe while wet but han­ 
dle gently. Do not forget to protect the floor under the 
fringe. - POLLY. 


D E A R P O L L Y - My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of baby shoes. They should put some type of rubber or other 
protection around the toe and front of such white shoes as the 
youngsters scuff the leather off and polish does not really 
cover — D E L O R E S .

Gum won’t help bad breath

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have 
just started chewing gum 
because I have bad breath. I 
never chewed gum before.

Will it hurt 
me? And does it really take 
four years for it to digest or 
get out of your stomach? 
D EAR REA D ER - No, it 
doesn’t take four years to 
eliminate the gum. It passes 
through the digestive system 
on schedule. It won’t harm 
you in that regard. If it is 
sweetened gum it may not be 
so good for your teeth. 
Gum chewers also tend to 
swallow air — giving rise to 
gas problems which you might 
not like either. 
Finally, chewing gum will 
not cure bad breath. You may 
be able to mask some odor 
momentarily but most persis­ 
tent cases of bad breath are 
more complicated than that. 
It can be from infected tissues 
around the edges of the teeth, 
from sinus problems or even 
from odors of chemicals ex­ 
haled from your lungs. You 
can’t eliminate bad breath 
from chemicals in your exhal­ 
ed air by gum chewing or by 
mouth wash. 
I think you need to have a 
better understanding about 
bad breath so I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
9-4, Halitosis 
The Breath 
Problem and What to Do 
About It.

menstrual blood removed 
safely by suction each month? 
How long is this condition ex­ 
pected to last? And, how much 
is the tumor expected to 
shrink? 
DEAR REA D ER - The ex­ 
cessive bleeding is caused by 
your fibroid tumor. One of the 
good indications for removal 
of a fibroid tumor is a tumor 
that causes excessive 
bleeding. That is one way you 
could solve your problem. 
The bleeding is not likely to 
stop until after you have 
stopped having menstrual 
periods. The location of the 
tumor has a lot to do with the 
bleeding and the seeping of 
blood will be constant during 
the menses. That means suc­ 
tion isn’t the answer. Water 
pills have nothing at all to do 
with preventing bleeding and 
won’t help in that regard. 
The tumor may shrink when 
you 
go 
through 
your 
menopause and cease to 
produce as much female hor­ 
mones as you do now But you 
have no guarantee of that 
Besides, if you need and take 
female hormones for support 
through the menopause phase 
this will keep the fibroid from 
shrinking. It may even in­ 
crease in size. 
It’s your fibroid but you 
might consider taking your 
doctor's advice.

BILL SIGNED 
CO LUM BUS (U P I) - Gov 
James A. Rhodes signed into 
law Wednesday a bill clarifying 
Ohio’s 
“ nonsmoker’s 
bill of 
rights’’ as it affects hospital 
and nursing home facilities.

But in mid-July, acting on the 
school boards’ appeal of his 
finding of guilt, the 6th US 
Circuit Court ot Appeals re­ 
turned Battisti’s ruling to him 
with an order that he review his 
findings of fact and decision in 
terms of recent US. Supreme 
Court rulings 
the Dayton, 
Milwaukee, and Omaha cases 
in particular.

Jerry Anderson hunts deer 
with a bow for diversion, but 
his m ajor outdoor activity is 
groundhog hunting with a high- 
powered rifle. He hunts with 
the blessing of farm ers who 
are glad for a way to reduce 
the groundhog population on 
their fields and haven’t got the 
tim e 
to 
a ttem p t 
the 
eradication themselves. 
Anderson, of 755 Stewart 
Road, was drawn to the sport 
by Joe DiAngelo, a fellow 
employe at Hunt Valve on E. 
S tate 
St. 
Je rry 
sta rte d 
casually 
hunting the 
large 
rodents in the mid-fifties, but 
has been a serious student of 
groundhog pursuit for the last 
15 years. 
With 10-power scopes on his 
two rifles, a .222 gauge and a 
.243 
gauge, 
his 
hom e- 
assembled shells and a home­ 
m ade 
ad ju stab le 
tripod, 
Anderson is a formidable foe 
for the shy, but potentially 
destructive rural rodent. 
He usually hunts in hay 
fields, soon after the cutting is 
taken off and before 
new 
growth obscures his view. He 
walks a field to find groundhog 
holes, fixing the openings in his 
mind in relation to a fence post 
or a tree. Once he has a feel for 
the lay of the area, he selects a 
vantage point, sets up his 
tripocT and waits. 
Jerry usually hunts more 
than one field at a time, and 
will move if he sees no action 
for a half-hour or so. When one 
of the animals pops up from 
the hole, he sights through his 
scope, trying for a head shot. 
Standing, his target is less 
than a foot high and three to 
four inches wide. 


The average distance from 
which he squints through the 
scope at his quarry is 300 
yard s, 
he 
estim a tes. 
At 
anything over 100 yards, a 
m arksm an 
has 
to 
m ake 
allowance for wind. From his 
shooting distance, noise he 
makes isn't much of a problem

Donovan Winn of 32255 King 
Road has bagged close to a 
dozen of the brown pests this 
year by using a poison c ar­ 
tridge which gives off fatal 
gases when lighted and thrust 
into the underground holes.

Of the councils answering 
the postal service topic, only 22 


per cent favored elim inating 
Saturday mail delivery.

THE POSTAL SERVICE has 
recommended that rural resi­ 
dents who go to small post 
offices to collect their mail 
would tie better served by

Of the 
council’s responding to this 
statem ent, 78 per cent dis­ 
ag reed w ith the S erv ice’s

CONSIDER MINOR BULBS 
When choosing bulbs this fall 
be sure to consider the minor 
bulbs 
T hese 
a re 
the 
miscellaneous bulbs, the ones 
often overshadowed by the 
"Big Three,” tulips, daffodils, 
and hyacinths. Minor bulbs are 
minor in that most produce 
small plants only a few inches 
tall However, if used properly 
these small bulbous plants can 
be just as showy as any bed of 
tulips or daffodils. 
Using small bulbs properly 
means planting in quantity. 
They 
must 
be 
planted 
in 


groups of one variety to show 
up in the landscape. Use at 
least 10 bulbs, but 20or more is 
even better. Once planted, 
minor bulbs are permanent, 
multiplying and blooming for 
years They do not deteriorate 
as 
do 
most 
tulips 
and 
hyacinths. 
Some 
of 
the 
v arieties 
described 
here 
should be available locally, but 
many will have to be ordered 
from catalogs.

"Of course, any product 
containing the tolerated 
amount of afiatoxin, if used 
as a food additive, violates 
i he Delaney Clause of the

THE DELANEY CLAUSE 
prohibits the use of any food 
additive that has been shown 
to produce cancer in man or 
experimental animals 
.Jukes 
pointed 
out 
that 
meat and potatoes are “food 
additives” when they are 
used in canned beef stew 
"Meat and potatoes both 
inherently contain sm all 
am ounts 
of 
estrogenic 
substances," he said 
"All 
such estrogenic substances 
that have been examined in 


the mouse m ammary tumor 
test are carcinogenic. This is 
the sam e test that was used 
ip 
the banning of DES 
(diethvlstilbestrol) as a feed 
additive to stimulate animal 
growth.” 
Ju k es said that scien ­ 
tifically 
speaking, 
c a r ­ 
cinogens 
a re 
n atu rally 
present in practically all food 
because of small amounts of 
natural radioactivity which 
are carcinogenic 
THE PROFESSOR was 
careful to point out that he 
personally does not actively 
support any movement to 
repeal or change the Delaney 
Clause. 
"It is my hope that those 
who support the clause will 
some nay come to realize 
how ridiculous it is and how 
impossible it is to enforce,” 
Jukes said 
He told the farm leaders 
that scientific ag ric u ltu re 
has to cope with an in­ 
creasing hostitlitv on the 
part of regulatory agencies 
and consum eristt. 
As an example, he cited the 
recom m endations of 
the 
National Advisory’ Food and 
Drug Committee, appointed 
by 
FDA, on the use of 
tetracy clin e antibiotics in 
anim al feeds. 
THE COMMITTEE 
had 
recom m ended 
that 
no 
change be made in the use of 
the antibiotics 
in

feed, 
but 
a 
new 
com ­ 
missioner of FDA promptly 
set 
aside 
the 
recom ­ 
mendations of the FDA’s own 
advisory com m ittee and 
announced a ban on such use.

M astitis is the disease that 
causes the greatest loss in 
dairy cattle. It’s detection and 
control are vital. 
The California Mastitis Test 
(CMT) is a simple test often 
used to diagnose this disease. 
The 
test 
w as 
originally 
designed to be used on the 
farm , 
ra th e r 
than 
in 
a 
laboratory. It involves taking 
mild from each quarter of a 
cow’s udder and mixing it with 
a reagent. A gel formation 
indicates a reaction. 
The results of the test are 
read as negative, trace, one, 
two, or three — with a three 
being a very bad indication. 
A dairym an could run the 
test himself, but seldom does 
with consistency. This task is 
usually carried out through the 
D airy 
H erd Im provem ent 
Association (DHIA). Tests are 
run on every cow each month, 
and computerized records are 
kept on the herd throughout 
the year. 
HERD 
PERFORM ANC- 
E average is 74, meaning that 
74 per-cent of the herd had 
negative or trace reactions 
during their lactations. The 
other 26 percent of the herd 


had readings of one, two, or 
three. Forty herds in Ohio 
m easured consistently above 
90 percent last year. 
Ninety percent or greater 
appears to be a reasonable 
goal for individual herds. It 
jweuld also be a good point to 
aim for as a state average. 
• Studies show that herds with 
high California M astitis Test 
ratin g s 
had 
higher 
m ilk 
production. 
A 
one 
percent 
increase in the CMT relates to 
a 25-pound increase in milk per 
cow per year. 
This may seem like a small 
difference. But,-a jum p from 
70 percent to 90 percent for a 
herd average would mean a 
500-pound increase in milk per 
cow. Over a one-year period, 
with milk prices at $9 per cwt., 
the dairym an would nef an 
additional $45 per cow. 
A dairym an cannot usually 
detect m astitis without resting 
his cattle. He may 
notice 
swelling, heat, and soreness in 
the udder or bad milk. If one 
cow has these sym ptom s, 
there are probably five or six 
others 
like her 
th at 
the 
dairym an won’t catch. 
The California M astitis Test 
is much more sensitive in 
finding the total problem. It 
costs only six cents per cow 
per month to get on the Dairy 
Herd Improvement test.

One of the ¿hings you may 
want to check on your saw is 
the ignition system. Remove 
the spark plu£ and check to 
make sure it’s a bright tan 
color. If the plug is black, this 
shows the the fuel m ixture is 
too rich. Check your carbure­ 
tor to see if the adjustm ent is 
too rich and check and see if 
the air filter is clogged or else 
there could be too much oil in 
the fuel. 
When replacing a spark plug 
be sure to use one with the 
sam e heat 
ran g e as 
the

original plug. Check your 
owners manual for further 
information on your chainsaw. 
Cooling is a must. Be sure to 
keep oily sawdust and dirt 
cleaned away from the fins 
and the entire engine at all 
times to perm it proper cooling 
The choke and throttle, and 
anv cable connected to them, 
should 
be 
checked 
occa­ 
sionally to see if they are 
working properly. 
The chain should be kept 
tight because a loose chain will 
cause a poor cut and excessive 
wear on the bar. A loose chain 
is also dangerous because it 
may fly off the sprocket while 
the saw is in use.

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Use Cook’s Caution 
In Canning Tomatoes 


COLUMBUS 
— 
Canning 
tomatoes that will be safe to 
eat is drawing questions from 
concerned 
hom e 
canners. 
First, they want to know if it is 
possible to get botulism from 
canned tomatoes. 
Robert L. Joseph, Extension 
specialist, food, at The Ohio 
State University answered this 
w ay: "Yes (it is possible to get 
botulism 
from 
canned 
tom atoes,) but the likelihood of 
such an occurrence is very 
sm all.” The acid level of most 
tomatoes is sufficient to stop 
grow th 
of 
C lostridium 
botulinum . H ow ever, home 
canned tomatoes and tomato 
juice have been identified as 
the food source in 16 reported 
outbreaks of botulism to date 
in the U.S., Joseph points out. 
Factors that contribute to our 
low botulism record include 
cleanliness in preparation, use 
of acid tomatoes, disposal of 
obviously spoiled cans, and 
thorough 
cooking 
before 
consumption, he says. 
The likelihood of getting 
botulism, however remote, is 
increased by several factors. 
One of these is pH level, or 
acidity level of the tomato, 
which 
is 
determ ined 
by 
laboratory tests 
Ripening Ups pH 
As tomatoes ripen on the 
vine and after harvest, pH 
increases slightly. Also, soil 
fertility influences tomato pH. 
Available research indicates 
that certain soil nutrients 
depress organic acid fo r­ 
mation while others increase 
the fruit acid content. Too, 
microbial spoilage of the fresh 
fruit may result in destruction 
of organic acids 
T om ato 
acidity 
varies 
among varieties. A study in 
1959-61 by the National Can­ 
ners Association showed that 
most tomatoes sampled were 
in the 4 2 to 4.3 pH range 
About 1 percent were 4.8 or 
above. 
Several 
sources in­ 
dicate 
that 
C lostridium 
botulinum will not grow below 
pH 4 7 to 4 8 in tomatoes The 
traditional minimum pH for 
botulinum growth is 4.5. 
A 
mild 
heat 
process 
is 
another factor, Joseph says. 
Non-spore forming microbes 
may 
survive 
m ild 
heat 
treatm ents, degrade tomato 
acids, and produce growing 
conditions suitable for sur­ 
viving Clostridium botulinum 
spores This is unlikely unless 
container seal 
is broken, 
allowing air to enter, he says. 
Insure High Heat 
If the heating process does 
not thoroughly heat the con­ 
tents, diffusion of acids from 
the fruit 
into the 
packing 
medium may be very slow and 
the pH of the packing medium 
may remain above pH 4.5 for 
an extended period. This has 
significance if juice of overripe 
tomatoes or w ater is used as a 
l>acking medium. 
Molds may contaminate a 
defect i vely -sea led 
conta iner 
alter heat treatm ent. Mold 
rowth on the food surface 
iay reduce the acidity below 
he 
su rface, 
allow ing 
botulinum spores 
to g e r­ 
minate 
Another 
question: 
a re 
tomatoes less acid now than in 
previous y e a rs ' Individual 
varieties probably haven’t 
changed m uch 
in 
acidity 
through 
the 
years, 
Joseph 
says New varieties are being 
developed for specific pur­ 
poses such as m echanical 
harvesting Several of these 
are quite low in acid 
It is not safe to assum e that 
all 
v arieties a v ailab le to 
consumers today have a below 
4.5. In fact, in checking the pH 
of several tomatoes of each 


variety in their study, USDA’s 
Eastern Regional 
Research 
L aboratory 
r esea r ch ers 
reported a mean pH of 4.5 or 
above in 9 of the 55 varieties 
screened. In analyzing a 
larger number of tomatoes of 
15 
relatively 
low 
acid 
varieties, only 3 varieties had 
an average pH of 4.5 or more. 
ERRL researchers are puzzled 
about the inconsistency in the 
tom atoes. 
They 
w ill 
be 
rechecking results this season. 
In any event, a small number 
of the varieties appears to 
yield some tomatoes of high 
pH. 
Acidify at Canning 
The practice of acidifying 
tomatoes at time of canning 
should be continued in light of 
the high pH values for some 
tomatoes. Mean pH values 
indicate that most tomatoes 
are well below the growth 
range of botulism bacteria. 
Only a very few are in what 
could 
be 
considered 
a 
dangerous 
pH 
range. 
But, 
a d d i n g 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
ingredients 
to 
bring 
the 
tomatoes in the proper pH 


range is not difficult or time 
consuming and does keep you 
on the safe side. 
Citric acid appears to be the 
best ingredient for acidifying 
tomatoes and tomato juice. 
Food 
grade 
citric 
acid 
monohydrate (or hydrous) and 
anhydrous citiric acid are 
available to most pharmacists 
who will react to the requests 
from consum ers. A quick 
survey of several Columbus 
pharmacies shows about half 
carrying citric acid. 


The amount to use is V« 
teaspoon 
per pint and 
4 
teaspoon 
per 
quart 
of 
tomatoes. The anhydrous form 
is about 10 percent stronger 
than 
the 
hydrous 
or 
nonohydrate form, but it is 
impractical to make an ad­ 
justment for the difference in 
strength. And, although 
V« 
teaspoonful in one kitchen may 
differ up to 50 per cent from V4 
in another, the citric acid 
supplied 
by 
this 
recom ­ 
mendation is enough to cause a 
0.3 or 0.4 reduction in pH in 
most tomatoes. 


Freezing Protects 
Com’s Fresh, On 
-The-Cob Flavor 


COLUMBUS - Capturing 
that corn-on-the-cob goodness 
of sweet corn is a challenge to 
anyone who freezes corn for 
use 
late r. 
The se c re t 
is 
processing and freezing im­ 
mediately (within a couple of 
hours) after picking, because 
sweetness is quickly lost, even 
in refrigerator storage. 
SELECT only young, ten­ 
der, freshly-picked corn of 
uniform m aturity, says Robert 
Joseph, 
E xtension 
food 
specialist at The Ohio State 
University. The kernels should 
be full, rounded and milky. 
Im m ature or over m ature corn 
is not suitable for freezing. 
Test the m aturity of the corn 
by puncturing the kernels with 
a thumb nail. If the milk is 
watery, the corn is imm ature 
and will lack flavor; if it is 
thick like heavy cream , the 
ears are too m ature or star­ 
chy. 
PREPARE for freezing by 
removing husk and silk from 
corn. Remove husk by cutting 
off the butt end of the cob, then 
peeling off the husk. The silk 
can be removed with a brush. 
Trim off any 
in ju red or 
defective areas. Wash and sort 
according to size. 
For ease in cutting corn 
from the cob, scald and cool 
the ears. Stand an ear upright 
on a firm foundation and cut 
downward close to the cob (but 
not too close). Wash the cut 
corn to remove chaff, then 
drain. For cream ed corn, slice 
off top half of grains and 
scrape milk from rem ainder of 
grain 
If you use steam to blanch 
corn, scald as follows: corn on 
the cob — seven minutes for 
small ears; nine minutes for 
medium ears; 11 minutes for 
large ears.

Tomato Spot 
Is Serious 


COLUMBUS — B acterial 
spot of tomato has been around 
a 
long tim e, since 
1918. 
Damage is in the form of 
blemishes to enlarging fruits. 
These spots are brown and 
slightly sunken and may also 
cause injury to the foliage of 
seedlings and plants. This dis­ 
ease is also serious on peppers. 
The first symptoms on the 
leaves are irregular, small, 
dark, greasy spots. The cen­ 
ters of these spots dry out and 
frequently tear, says J. D. 
Farley, 
Extension 
Plant 
Pathologist at The Ohio State 
University. Spots are about 
one-eighth inch in diameter. In 
older plants, the infection Of 
leaflets is mostly on older 
leaves and some defoliation 
may occur. 
The most conspicuous and 
damaging phase appears on 
the im m ature fruits. Here, the 
symptoms are small, w ater 
soaked spots th at becom e 
slightly raised and enlarged 
until they are one-eighth to 
one-fourth inch in diam eter. 
Centers of these spots later be­ 
come irregular, light brown, 
slightly sunken, with a rough, 
scabby surface. Spots do not 
extend very deep into the sur­ 
face. In the early stages of 
infection, a white halo may 
surround the spot at which 
time it resembles the fruit spot 
of bacterial canker. However, 
bacterial canker disease has 
other stem features to dis­ 
tinguish it from bacterial spot. 
Infection does not take place 
on ripe fruit. 
Contaminant Overwinters 
This disease is caused by a 
bacterium that is carried as a 
contaminant on the surface of 
the seed. It has also been found 
to overwinter in 
the sod. 
Farley says moist weather and 
spattering rain are favorable 
for 
dissem ination 
and 
penetration of the disease. 
A 
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Vary Sugar Level 
To Taste When 
Freezing Fruit 


COLUMBUS - Those of you 
fortunate enough to find fruit 
for freezing this year may 
want to use the following 
suggestions 
from 
Robert 
Joseph, 
Extension 
food 
specialist, and Wilbur Gould, 
professor of horticulture, both 
at The Ohio State University. 
Prepare for freezing by 
using the regular sweetening 
method or a dietetic or low- 
calorie pack, they say. Pack 
fruit in one of three ways — 
dry with dry sugar, with liquid 
(sugar syrup or water) or dry 
(unsugared). 
The natural color and flavor 
of fruit are retained better if 
fruit is sw eetened before 
freezing. Pack fruit to be used 
for desserts in syrup or dry 
sugar. 
According to Joseph and 
Gould, dry sugar sweetening is 
the simplest method. Sprinkle 
sugar over fruit as it is put into 
containers. A better way is to 
mix the fruit and sugar 
together in a bowl before 
filling containers. Throughly 
coat fruitwith sugar. The most 
common ratio of fruit to sugar 
is four cups fruit to one cup 
sugar. For a sweeter product, 
use only three cups fruit to one 
cup sugar, or for one that is 
less sweet, use five cups fruit 
to one cup sugar. 
The syrup or w ater pack 
m ethod is best from the 
standpoint 
of 
com pletely 
covering the fruit. It may be 
slightly more time consuming, 
because 
syrup 
m ust 
be 
prepared to the concentration 
desired by the user. The three 
most common syrups used are 
30, 40 and 50 per cent con­ 
centration. To make syrup, 
add sugar to w ater and mix 
thoroughly. Chill prior to 
using. It takes about one cup of 
syrup for a one-pound package 
of fruit. 
FOR A 30 PER CENT syrup 
concentration, mix two cups 
sugar to four cups w ater for a 
total of five cups finished 
syrup; 
40 per cent 
syrup 
concentration, three and one 
half cups sugar to four cups 
w ater for five and three 
fourths total cups; and 50 per 
cent syrup concentration, five 
cups sugar to four cups water, 
giving total of six ana one half 


cups syrup. 
A 
30 
per 
cent 
syrup 
corresponds closely to five 
cups fruit to one cup dry sugar. 
A 40 per cent syrup, four cups 
fruit to one cup sugar; and a 50 
per cent syrup, three cups fruit 
to one cup sugar. 
People with diabetes or 
those desiring low-calorie 
diets, may pack fruit in water 
only. When packing fruit in 
water, prepare in the usual 
manner. A colof preservative 
such as ascorbic acid is added 
to the water. 
There are several ways to 
prevent 
discoloration 
of 
peaches, apricots, apples, and 
other fruit. Ascorbic acid is the 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
m e t h o d . 
Ascorbic acid (vitamin C) is 
available in powdered or 
crystalline form and may be 
purchased at most drug stores 
and many locker plants. Use 
one and one-half to two 
teaspoons of ascorbic acid to 
one gallon of chilled syrup, 
mixed in just before using the 
syrup. 
COMMERCIAL 
MIXTU­ 
RES 
are available. These 
usually cost less per ounce or 
gram, but they are used in 
greater amounts than pure 
ascorbic acid. Be sure to follow 
manufacturer’s directions, if 
mixtures are used. 
Citric acid (or lemon juice) 
alone or in a combination with 
ascorbic acid may be used for 
treating some fruit, but it is not 
as efffective as ascorbic acid 
alone. Citric acid may be 
purchased at some drug stores 
in powdered or crystalline 
form or you may use juicd 
from lemons. Use one-fourth 
teaspoon of the powdered or 
crystalline form of citric acid 
to each quart of water. Use one 
tablespoon lemon juice to a 
quart of water. Allow fruit to 
stand in this acidified w ater 
for about two minutes, then 
drain well before covering 
with syrup. 
Do not use m ore than 
recommended amounts or the 
fruit will have a slight lemon 
or citrus flavor after freezing.

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Freeze Peppers, Beans, 
Brussels Sprouts Easily

COLUMBUS - One of the 
pleasure of your own garden is 
the tasty flavor of fresh 
vegetables. Some of that 
goodness can be preserved by 
freezing such vegetables as 
brussels sprouts, snap beans, 
peppers and squash.

Extension food specialist, says 
freeze them successfully. 
To freeze brussel sprouts. 
Joseph says select firm, 
compact, 
medium-sized 
sprouts that are bright green. 
Remove sprouts from the main 
stem and handle individually. 
Wash thoroughly. If there is 
any evidence of insect life or 
damage, let stand in salted 
water for one-half hour. If 
sprouts are not uniform in size, 
sort into two or three sizes. 
Scald and cool. 
SCALDING TIME: Scald 
small sprouts with steam for 
three minutes and large ones 
for five minutes. OR scald 
small ones in boiling water 
three minutes and four-and- 
one-half minutes for large 


ones. Cool quickly in ice water 
and drain. 
Package in moisture-vapor 
proof containers. Seal, label, 
and freeze packages im­ 
mediately. Ten pounds of 
sprouts will make about 10 of 
the 12-ounce packages. 
WHEN 
FREEZING green or 
wax beans, select only tender 
crisp, stringless pods with 
small to medium-sized seeds 
(seeds less than one-half inch 
long), says Joseph. Discard 
bruised, discolored or insect 
and disease-damaged pods. 
Process snap beans promptly, 
as they wilt within a few hours 
after harvest and may spoil 
and lose their quality. 
Wash thoroughly in cold 
water, snip off ends, and sort 
into two or three sizes. The 
smallest size may be packed 
as whole beans. The next size 
may be sliced length-wise 
(French style), and the largest 


size snapped or cut into one- 
inch lengths. 
Scald in water at 170degrees 
F — one-and-one-half minutes 
for young, tender French 
style; 
two-and-one-half 
minutes for young tender cut 
or whole beans; and three-and- 
one-half minutes for more 
mature cut or whole beans. 
Cool at once in ice water, then 
drain. 
Package in moisture-vapor 
proof 
label 


Drying Is One Way 
To Preserve Foods 


COLUMBUS — If you were 
fortunate enough to come 
through the late freezes with 
fruit, you may want to try your 
hand at drying some of them. 
And, vegetables can be dried, 
too. 
Back 
before 
freezing 
became popular, drying was a 
favorite way to preserve fruits 
and vegetables for later use 
during the winter months. 
Even 
today, 
some 
homemakers like to dry some 
of their fruits and vegetables 
rather than can or freeze 
them. This may be due to 
space for frozen foods or just 
because the homemaker likes 
dried foods, says Robert 
Joseph, 
Extension 
food 
specialist at The Ohio State 
University. 
For drying, choose fruits and 
vegetables that are ripe, 
sound, and fresh—just right 
for table use, Joseph says. 
Decay or mold on one piece of 
food may give bad flavor to a 
tray full. 
Wash food well to remove 
every trace of dirt or pesticide. 
You can buy drying trays or 
make them. Trays that have a 
wire surface — such as oven 
racks — cover with cotton 
netting so food won’t darken 
and also to prevent shredded 
or tiny pieces from slipping 
through. Metal trays cannot be 
used in sulfuring, because 
sulfur and metal react and 
may cause off-odors. 
Preheat oven 15 minutes 
before drying time. Set one 
oven rack about three inches 
from the oven floor and the 
other, if there are two, just far 
enough above for two trays to 
be stacked between. With an 
electric oven, keep door closed 


fastest. So, about every half 
hour, stir or turn pieces so they 
dry evenly. Every hour or two, 
reverse trays in each stack, 
making upper tray the lower 
one. Most vegetables take four 
to 12 hours to dry; fruits take 
about six hours or longer, 
depending on 
oven 
tem ­ 
perature and food particle 
size, Joseph says. 
When foods seem dry, take a 
sample, cool it and test, using 
the drying table. Food that 
overheats near the end of 
drying will scorch easily. If 
pieces around tray edges dry 
first, take them out right 
away. When the rest of the food 
meets 
test 
requirem ents, 
remove and cut off heat. 
Cool food, then package at 
once. Fill containers as tightly 
as possible without crushing 
the food. Glass jars like those 
used for home canning are 
especially good for dried foods. 
Well-dried foods keep a year or 
longer. 
Before you begin drying 
food, rem em ber that this 
method takes a lot of energy ; 
oven drying is small scale 
drying—an oven can take only 
four-eight pounds. 


i the packages and freeze 
immediately.

GREEN PEPPERS frozen 
without heating are best for 
use in uncooked foods. Heated 
peppers are easier to pack and 
good for use in cooking. Select 
firm,

half, and remove seeds. If 
desired, cut into one-half-inch 
strips or rings.

squash with small seeds and 
tender rind. Wash, cut in one- 
half-inch slices and heat in

minutes. Cool squash promptly 
in cold water and drain. 
Pack 
into 
containers, 
leaving one-half-inch head 
space. Seal and freeze. 
Select only fully-matured, 
richly-colored and highly- 
flavored w inter squash or 
pumpkins that have a smooth 
consistency when cooked. 
Wash and cut into three to 
four-inch pieces. 
Remove 
seeds and fiber. 
Scald by cooking in steam or 
bake in oven until tender. 
Scoop squash or pumpkin from 
rind or put through a food 
press, ricer or puree strainer. 
Cool by placing in pan and 
floating pan in ice water. 
Pack 
in 
moisture-proof 
containers, seal and label. If 
desired, those spices that 
would be used when making 
pies may be added to the puree 
before it is packaged. Freeze 
immediately. Ten pounds of 
pumpkin or squash will make 
five 16-ounce packages.

The most popular of all salad 
greens in the United States is 
Iceberg lettuce. 
TO SELEC T : Clean, crisp, 
tender, with heads fairly firm 
to firm. Free from seedstems 
and leaves with ragged brown 
areas Avoid excessive outer 
leaves. 
TO STO RE: 
Core lettuce as you prepare 
to store it in the refrigerator. 
Should be cored before rinsing 
so the cleansing spray of water 
can run between lower leaves 
To core head of lettuce, hold 
head core-end down and whack 
it on kitchen counter. Then 
simply twist and lift out the 
core with your fingers After 
rinsing, shake the lettuce 
vigorously to remove all water 
possible. Then set cored end 
down on paper towels to drain 
thoroughly. After draining, 
store head in refrigerator in 
bowl with airtight lid, or in 
plastic bag Lettuce keeps best 
very cold and moist but not wet 
and excess moisture causes 


decay The colder it is, the 
better the lettuce will keep. 
However, lettuce must not be 
permitted to freeze.

Wheat Cycle Returns 
To Imprint Lessons 


Our 
nation’s 
wheat 
producers with another two- 
billion bushel wheat crop in the 
making and their bins bulging 
with a billion bushels in 
carryover have completed a 
five-year cycle and are back 
where they started from in 
1972. 
Only this time, inflation has 
pushed production costs to 
record levels and there are no 
prospects for a windfall of 
sales to Russia or anyone else 
to bale us out. World wheat 
supplies are at high levels and 
the Russians have prospects 
for a near-record harvest 
approaching the proportions of 
their 1976 crop The Chinese 
have been worrying about a 
drought but so far they have 
been buying their supplies 
from Canada and Australia at 
more competitive prices. 
The question “What will we 
do with all this wheat?” and 
"Where do we go from here?” 
might be helped if farmers and 
consumers both look at what 
has happened during this five- 
year circle. 
Memories are 
short and facts get jumbled. 
When the 1972 Soviet sale 
agreement was signed, the 
United States had just closed 
out a wheat marketing year 
(Ju ly 1) with the second 
largest unused carryover of 
wheat (863 million bushels) in 
eight 
years. 
Adding that 
carryover to the wheat being 
harvested from the 1972 crop 
gave the U.S. the largest total 
supply of wheat in 10 years 
The farm price of wheat in 
that 
10-year 
period 
had 
dropped from an average of 
$2.04 per bushel in 1962 to $1.34 
per bushel in 1971. The U.S. 
supply of wheat in 1972 was so 
huge (2.4 billion bushels, or 
65.5 million metric tons) that it 
was nearly three times as 
much as we used in the U.S. 
the year before. Farm prices 
were so depressed from the 
huge stocks that in 1972, the 
government paid out a record 
$4 billion to farmers, including 
$856 
million 
to 
wheat 
producers, to hold more than 
60 
million 
acres 
our 
of 
production. 
The Soviet Union had a 
serious drought and in that 
crop 
year 
bought 
ap­ 
proximately 
$1.1 
billion 
of 
grains and soybeans from the 
United States. Private export 
firms in the U.S. sold the 
Russians about 19 million 
metric tons in 1972 (12 million 
tons of wheat, six millions tons 
of feed grains, and one million 


Chinch Bug Damage Will 
Become Visible In Fall 


Chinch bugs don’t make a lot 
<tl noise or even come out 
where you can see them, bu' 
they are silently working away 
now 
in your 
lawn doing 
damage that won’t show up 
from your view until later 
The reason you could be 
surprised about September is 
the dry weather we are having 
now , says Richard L Miller, 
Extension entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. During 
dry weather, everyones’ lawns 
turn brown — unless watered, 
so dry patches could be 
mistaken for dry weather 
rather than chinch bugs. Then, 
this fall when a lot of lawns — 
properly treated — turn green 
with plenty of moisture and 
cour lawn doesn’t, what do you 
suppose the reason will be’’ 
iVu can just about bet *he 
rouble will be chinch bug 


damage, Miller says. 
The second generation of 
chinch bugs is present now and 
will be active (doing damage) 
until October 
These insects 
are down in or below the thatch 
area — that area of brown, 
fibrous material between the 
soil surface and the green 
blades of the grass. To see the 
bugs or any stage of their 
growth, get down on your 
hands and knees and part the 


grass. The exposed strip 
between your hands may be 
crawling with all stages of 
chinch bugs Chinch bugs are

subsidies 
were stopped on September 22, 
1972. 
Farm ers who sold their 
wheat in July 1972 averaged 
$1.32 per bushel. August prices 
averaged $1.51. The farmer 
who held his wheat from June 
1973 when prices averaged 
$2.43, to January 1974, when 
E 
rices averaged $5.29 per 
ushel, got $2.86 per bushel 
more. 
That’s when the baking 
industry started talking about 
a wheat shortage and saying 
bread would go to $1 per loaf if 
exports of wheat weren’t 
halted. The retail price of a one 
pound loaf of bread was then 
32.5 cents and the value of 
wheat in that loaf about six 
cents. Today with

selling for less than $2 per 
bushel in Omaha and Kansas 
City, the retail price of bread is

production. 
(4) Embargoes and artificial 
restraints 
— 
such 
as 
the 
soybean sales embargo of 1973, 
the “ freeze” on beef prices in 
1973, the embargo on wheat 
sales to Russia in 1975 — all 
disrupted the markets and 
hurt 
both 
producers 
and 
consumers. 
(5) During the world food 
crisis the American Farmer 
and his productivity played the 
leading role in feeding hungry 
people and restoring world 
food supplies for increasing 
population. 
Those who condemn the U.S. 
agricultural system and seek 
radical changes would do well 
to review these and other 
lessons of the past five years.

which are not used are stored 
by the body in the form of fat, 
says Alma Saddam, Extension 
nutritionist at The Ohio State 
University. 
To 
m aintain 
the 
sam e 
w eight, you m ust balance 
calories provided by food and 
those used by the body. If you 
plan to lose weight by con­ 
trolling the kind and amount of 
food you eat with increasing 
activities, the rate of loss will 
depend on the 
number of 
calories you subtract 
from 
your diet each day. 
It takes about 3,500 extra 
calories to produce one pound 
of stored fat. For each pound to 
be gained or lost, there must 
be 3,500 more calories or 3,500 
less calories in the diet than 
the body can use. 
If you 


wanted to lose two pounds a 
week, you 
would 
have 
to 
coasume 7,000 calaories less 
each week or 1,00 calories less 
each day. For example, if your 
caloric needs are 2,400 calories 
per day and your goal is to lose 
two pounds a week, you would 
then need to eat 1,400 calories 
each day. 
“ IT’S A GOOD idea not to go 
below 1,200 calories a day 
unless you’re under a doctor’s 
care. When you go below this 
number, it is hard to get the 
m inerals and vitamins you 
need from foods,” Saddam 
advises.

Association feels that it is 
unwise to try to lose more than 
2 pounds per week. Rapid 
weight loss may leave you 
tired, grumpy, and vulnerable 
to illness. 
“Remember, you didn’t gain 
your weight in a week, so don’t

It is also a good idea, if you 
have considerable weight to 
lose, to see your family doctor.

the safe level of cadmium

cadmium be maintained at low 
levels in sewage sludge and 
soil to protect human health.

unsuspected illnesses, and U 
would be foolhardy for these 
persons to deprive their bodies 
of the nutrition needed when 
under attack by illness. 
But, if you do diet and are 
eating fewer calories than you 
use or are using more calories 
than you eat, you will lose 
weight. However, this weight 
loss does not always show on 
the scales each week. Thus, 
m any 
people 
becom e 
discouraged and give up the 
weight reduction program. 
YOUR BODY is a very 
complex organ and 
makes 
many adjustm ents to change. 
Weight reduction is a kind of 
change. When your body is 
taking in fewer calories than it 
is using, body fat is broken 
down to carbon dioxide and 
water. You exhale the carbon 
dioxide through your lungs, 
but your body does not im­ 
mediately shed the sodium and 
w ater which weights 
more 
than the fat it replaced. 
Therefore, there may be a 
standstill in your weight loss, 
or even a weight gain. This lull 
is tem porary and accounts for 
what is called a plateau in 
weight reduction, which is a 
point where the body reaches a 
ce rtain weight 
level 
and 
rem ains at that level for a 
short time.

PR IC E S RECEIV ED BY 
FA RM ERS d ecreased five 
percent to 185 percent of the 
1967 average in the month 
ending in mid-June. 
The m ajor contributors to 
the decline were lower prices

wheat, vegetables and fruit. 
Higher prices for hogs and 
dairy products were partially' 
offsetting. The mid-June index 
was 6 percent below one year 
ago. Prices paid by farm ers 
for com m odities, serv ices, 
interest, taxes, and wages was 
203 or 1 percent below mid- 
May, but five percent above 
June, 1976 
The mid-May to mid-June 
decline was due to lower prices
